My Logds and Gentlemen, 


"HE only Keaſon that induced me to undergo fo great an Undertaking, 
was, That I ſaw the Laws and Liberties of thele Kingdoms overtur- 


ned, and the Proteſtant Religion 1n Eminent Danger ; and ſeeing you 
are here ſo many Noblemen and Gentlemen, I have called you together, that 
I may have your Advice, what 15to be done for Securing the Proteſtant Religion, 
and Reſtoring your Laws and Liberties, acc'rding to mv Declaration, 
| As ſoon as His Highneſs had retired, the Lords and Gentlemen went to the 
Conncil Chamber at White- Hill, and having Choſen the Duke of Hamilton therr 
Preſident, they fe#f a Conſulting, what Advice was fit to be given te His Highneſs 
in this Eonjundture,and after ſome hours reaſoning, they Agreed nponthe Materj« 
als of it, aud appointed the Cle: ks, with ſuch as were #0 ſift them, to draw up 
in Writing, whatthe Meeting thouzhs expedi:at, to Adviſe His Highneſs, andto 
bring it in tothe Meeting, the next day in the Afternoon, 

Txeſday the Eighth Inſtant, che Writing was preſented in the Meeting, and 
ſome time being ſpent in Reaſoning about the fitteſt way of Convecning a Ge= 
neral Mectiug of the Eſtates of £-»r/--wd - Ar loft che Mecting came en Aopree 
in their Opinion, and appointed the Adviceto be Writ clean over, accordins 
ro the Amehdments, But as they were about to patt, for that Dyer, che 
Ear] of Array propoſed to them, as his. Lotdſhips Advice, that they ſhould 
move the PRINCE of 0rayze,to defire the XING to return,and Call a Free. 
Parliament, which would be the beſt way to Secure the Prote#ant Religion 
and Property, and to Heal all Breaches, This Propoſal ſeemed to diffatisfy the 
whole Meeting, and the Duke of Hamzlion their Prefident,Father to the Earl, 
but they preſently parted, 

Wedneſday the Ninth of Fanuary, They metat threeof the Clock in the ſame 

Loom, .and Sir P..trick Hume took notice of the Propoſal made by the Zarl of 

Arras, and deſired to know if there was any there that would fecond it - But 
none appearing to do it, he ſaid, That what the Earl had propoſed, was evi- 
dently oppoſit and inimicous to His Highneſs the Prince of Orange's Undertak- 
ing, his Declaration, and the Good Intentions of preſerving the Proteitars Re- 
ligion, and of Reſtoring their Laws and Liberties expreſt in it. And further, 
deſired that the Meeting ſhould Declare this to be their Opinion of it. The Lord 
Cardroſs ſeconded Sir Pairicks Motion 3 It was anſwered by the Duke of 44- 
million, Preſident of the Meeting, That their bufineſs was to prepare an Ad- 
vice to be offered to the Princez and the Advice being now ready to go to 
the Vote, there was no need that the Meeting ſhould give their Senſe of the 
Earls Propofal, which neither before mor after Sir Patricks Motion, any had 
pretended to owne or ſecond 3 ſo thitit was fallen,and out ofdoors ; and that 
the Vote of the Meeting, upon the Advice brought in by their Order, would 
ſufficiently declare their Opinion : Thus being ſeconded by the Earl of $#- 
therland, the Lord Cardroſs, and- Sir Patrick did acquieſce ; and the Meeting
